Submits Reports from City Chemist to 
Public Service Committee Showing 
Startling Conditions—Fiuid Diluted, 
Adulterated, and Made Dangerous to 

Patients by Use of Formalin—Inves- 
tigation Ordered an@ Contract of 
Preducers’ Company in Danger. 


Milk diluted and adulterated, preserved 
with formalin at the risk of endangering the 
lives of patients and deficient in the fats and 
solids that secure it a place on the dietary of 
the County Hospital, is dafly delivered to 
that institution by the Producers’ Pure Milk 
company, 2024 Wabash avenue, according to 
charges made by Warden Healy yesterday 
before the Public Service committee of the 
County board. 

Mr. Healy reevaled a condition of things 
which aroused the indignation of the com- 
mittee, and an investigation was ordered 
under the direction of the regular Hospital 
committee. This morning thirty samples of 
the milk will be secured for analysis by Dr. 
A. Gehrmann, City Chemist. His report will 
be made to the Public Service committee by 
Monday, and may form the basis for a legal 
prosecution of the milk company. 

Superintendent McLaren of the count 
Public service declares that unless the Hos- 
pital committee, after its investigation, ree- 
ommends the annulment of the contract of 
Producers’ Pure Milk company he will cancel 
it himself on the ground of dereliction. A. 
Horstman is the proprietor of the company. 
His name is not in the City Directory. He is 
under $5,000 bond with the United States 
Fidelity and Guarantee company to carry 
out his contract with the county. 

In calling attention to the quality of the 
milk furnished the County Hospital Warden 
Healy submitted reports of analysis by City 
Chemist Gehrmann showing a deficiency in 
solids that would result in prosecution if 
found in milk supplied by dealers to private 
customers. The contract calls for mibk, 
pure, wholesome, and sweet, without any part 
of the cream removed, containing not less 
than 12% per cent of solids, not less than 
8 per cent of fat, and with a density of 11.“ 
Each of the city chemists’ reports shows that 
the milk has been watered, and in making an 
analysis of the last two samples formalin, a 
milk preservative, was discovered. In addi- 
tion to being treated with formalin until the 
solids are troyed and the nutritive quali- 
ties elimi M is charged by Warden 
Healy that the milk is deposited at the in- 

tution ig cans that reek with filth and 
rénder the fluid unfit for use. 


; Patients Hurt by Bad Milk. 

The poor quality of the milk was noticed by 
Warden Healy soon after he assumed charge 
of the County Hospital. He noted that the 
patients did not thrive as they should when 
placed on a liquid diet. In one or two in- 
stances it was noted that patients relapsed 
and gave symptome of intestinal derange- 
ments when placed on à lacteal diet, and it 
was decided totest the milk. Superintendent 
-of Public Service McLaren was notified and 
he instructed the contractor that unless the 
quality of the milk improved the contract 
would be annulled, but even after the warn- 
ing no appreciable betterment was noticed. 
Samples of milk were sent to the city chemist, 
and after reports of the analysis had been re- 
cetved at the hospital a second warning was 
sent to the Superintendent of Public Service, 
It ran: 

There is no improvement in the quality of the 
milk supplied. The analysis submitted by the 
City Chemist shows that it is far below the grade 
required by the contract and by the city ordinance. 
It is unwholesome and lacking in nutritive quali- 
ties. The contract’ specifies that the solids shall 
be equal to 12% per cent, but the analysis indicates 
a percentage of from 10.87 to 11.18. The milk is 
treated with formalin, and is unfit for the use 
of patients. The cans are filthy and not fit to 
carry pure milk. It is unfit for human food. 

Find Milk Unfit for Use. 

During the present month the quality of | 
the milk has been such that it has had to be 
rejected, and small dealers have been called 
on for emergency supplies. On July 4 so 
much sediment was in the cans that after the 
milk had been strained four times it was still 
found unfit for use and was thrown away. 
“It was enough to poison the patients,“ 
said Warden Healy. “ In their weak condi- 
tion the formalin in the fluid had a dele- 
terious effect on them. There was no nutri- 
ment in the milk, and we might have fed 
the invalids so much chalk and water. The 
company has paid no attention to our pro-. 
tests. Its representatives have been impu- 
dent, and I hope the County board will not 
hesitate to prosecute the company under the 
city ordinances.”

“General business continues its even 
course, with*all the leading industries well 
employed and with confidence expressed on 
every hand. Bountiful crops of wheat seem 
assured, and the damage to corn, while con- 
siderable in some directions does not promise 
to de sufficiently general or serious to impede 
at all the progress of the country.

Unknown Purchaser Stated te Have 
Given $245,000 for the Van Buren 
Street Lot and Seven-Story Building 
—Histery of Company’s Struggies— 
Disposed Of at Foreclosure in 1899 
tor $195,000—Orrington Lunt Estate 


Property in Michigan Avenue Sold. 


‘ Negotiations for the sale of the Atheneum 
Building, 18-26 Van Buren street, have been 
practically completed. Who the purchaser 
is is not disclosed, but the price is $245,000, or 
close to $2,700 a front foot. 

Under a foreclosure sale on Dec. 2, 1898, the 
leasehold of the property, which has a front- 
age of 90% feet in Van Buren street and a 
depth of 97% feet, with the seven-story bulld- 
ing, were bid in by John H. Whittemore of 
Naugatuck, Conn., the mortgagee and owner 
of the fee to the land. He paid $195,000.. That 
part of the building not used for educational 
purposes was valued by the 1890 Board of 
Review at $100,000. 

In 1801 the Chicago Atheneum company 
purchased the property from Mr. Whitte- 
more for $200,000, paying $50,000 cash and 
giving purchase money notes for.the re- 
mainder. In 1896 an attempt was made to 
avoid the payment of interest on a . 
technicality, and after two years foreclosure 
was begun. Whittemore’s claim altogether 
amounted to $185,448. There was also out- 
standing secured interest bonds, which with 
principal and interest amounted to $154,000, 
making a total obligation of $330,448. 


Sale in Michigan Avenue. 

Another important sale of down-town busi- 
ness property is that of the premises in 
Michigan avenue, between Adams street and 
Jackson boulevard, belonging to the Orring- 
ton Lunt estate. There is a front of 27% feet. 
in Michigan avenue and a depth of 171 feet. 
The consideration is said to have been 
$85,000, or $3,000 a front foot. As in the case 
of the Athenzeum sale, the identity of the 
purchaser is unknown. The Swift commis- 
sion placed a valuation of $174,700 on the 
property. 

John H. Whittemore owns the premises 
adjoining it on the north, wBile the Equitable 
Trust company holds that to the south, which 
was comprised in the former leasehold of 
Leroy Payne. 

Biblical Institute Purchase. 
Lorenzo Pratt has sold to the Garrett 

Biblical Institute the premises at 1319 Mich- 
igan avenue, which will be included in the 
site of the proposed Manufacturers’ Ex- 
change at that point. .

FOR MOB'S HAVOC. 


Appellate Court at Ottaws, 
Through Judge Waterman, 
Makes Vital Ruling. 


MUST GUARD PROPERTY 


Duty of Civic Officers Is Stated 
in Spring Valley Coal Com- 
pany's Suit. 


TEST OPINION 


Manicipal officers must protect private 
property from mob violence; if they do not, 
then the property-owners are entitled to 
damages. This was the gist of a ruling de- 
livered by Judge Waterman yesterday. at 
Ottawa; where he is sitting as a member of 
the Second District Appellate Court. The 
ruling is of particular interest in Chicago, 
where suits against the city involving sev- 


| eral millions of dollars are pending. 


“Does each citizen of IlMnois hold his 
property, his home, and his life at the mercy 
of the passions of a mob?“ asked the Judge. 
Have the public authorities no duty in re- 
spect thereto? If they, because of coward- 
ice or indifference, refuse to take steps for the 
protection of the individual, is the commu- 
nity to be held blameless when called to ac- 
count by one who has seen all his earnings 
swept away by the rageofa mob?” | 

The ruling, which was delivered by Judge 
Waterman, reversed for the third timea jury 
verdict denying to the Spring Valley Coal 
company the right to recover damages from 
the City of Spring Valley for property de- 
stroyed by a mob in July, 1804. The suit was 
begun originally under the act of 1887, which 
permits persons who have lost prop- 


erty by mob violence during a riot 
to sue the municipality for three- 
fourths of the value of the. goods 


destroyed. The Spring Valley Coal company 
in 1804, during trouble in the coal region, was 
made the victim of a mob and its store was 
broken into and goods valued at $9,000 were 
destroyed. The armed guards of the com- 
pany retired at the attack of the mob. No- 
tice of the threatened riot and destruction 
of property had been given by the company 
to the city authorities, and this, the review- 
ing court holds, should have been followed 
by protection by the municipal authorities. 

On the constitutionalty of the act Judge 
Waterman said: We do not feel called on 
to discuss what is said as to the constitution- 
ality of the statute under which this case is 
brought. The question presented in this case 
at. this time is not whether the statute is 
constitutiohal, but rather whether the plain 
law of. this State is to be enforced when |

The court also ruled that the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners has no author- 
ity. to compel the importers of dairy cattle 
to submit to a test for tuberculosis. On May 
10, 1900, E. B. Dillingham imported from 
Wisconsin a herd of cattle for dalry pur- 
poses. The animals were quarantined and 
the tuberculin test made. A writ of replevin 
was sworn out for the cattle and the Circuit 
Court ruled against the State board.

MAN’S HEAD NEARLY SEVERED, 
HE BREATHES THROUGH TUBE. 


Peculiar Injury from Which Joseph 
Burdick Probably Will Recover, 


Though Never Will Be Able toSpeak. | 


Joseph Burdick, Seventeenth and Loomis 
streets, with his head nearly severed from 
his body, is still living, though he breathes 
through a tube projecting from his throat 
just above the collarbone. He is a patient at 
the People’s Hospital, and Dr. I. Clark Gary 
says he is likely to recover. He is 45 years 
old and has a wife and six children, who just 
now are visiting in Cincinnati. 

Burdick was loading a flat car with iron 
castings at the Twenty-second street cross- 
ing of the Western Indiana railroad yes- 
terday, when the car overturned, burying 
him under a heavy mass of iron. ‘One huge 
casting pinned him across the throat, and 
when relief arrived it was thought he was 
dead. It is said the trachea and larynx were 
torn away, but the jugular veins and carotid 
arteries were unharmed, though exposed to 
view. The man also received many bodily 
injuries. 

“If Burdick recoyers, and he probably 
will,” said Dr. Gary, he never will be able 
to utter a sound. He will have to acquire 
the means of communication used by mutes. 
Hunt, the medical authority, cites only 
twenty-seven cases of a character that in 
any way approach this.“
